LESS INCOME— MORE TAXES 

A chart in the New York Times presents a vivid 
picture of the adverse cfTccts of rising taxation on our 
national spending power. 

It shows that in 1929. the nation's income was 
$81,000,000,000. The cost of operating all units o£ 
Rovcrnmcnt was $13,000,000,000. The cost of inter- 
est on government obligations was $7,000,000,000. As 
a result, government took $21,000,000,000—24/, per 
cent of our income-leaving $61,000,000,000 for us to 

spend. 

In 19)4, the national income had dropped to $60,- 
000,000,000. including money borrowed by government 
which must be repaid in the years to come. The oper- 
ating cost of government was $15,500,000,000. and m- 
tercst charges on government obligations were $5,000,- 
000.000. This total, $20,500,000,000, amounted to 
34 per cent of our national income and left us with 
$39,500,000,000 to spend for the products and scrvicw 
which make jobs and payrolls, and keep our farms and 
factories going. 

To sum up; the reservoir of income actually avail- 
able to our citizens shrank from $61,000,000,000 to 
$39,500,000,000 in four yean— while the cost of gov- 
ernment rose $2,500,000,000. 

During depression every industry and every indi- 
vidual has been forced to retrench, in order to njake 
outgo balance income. Government has pursued a 
diametrically opposed course— it has raised its expenses 
during years when the national income was steadily go- 
ing down. 

Here is one reason why the country finds the road 
to recover)' so hard. Billions of dollars that would 
otherwise be used for productive purposes arc going into 
public treasuries— and vast government borrowings 
make the outlook for future tax relief dark. These 
are facts that political efforts to minimize the tai prob- 
lem cannot hide.

The birds are Imperial penguins, 
and are tialf as tall as a man. They 
are tiie flrst d the Antarctic breed 
ever brtrasht bock ...alive td the 
Unltsd States^ So oold are the tcro- 
peraturea- ia which they thrive 
that the ship's regular refrlgcnitor 
room- eOQld not be depended upon 
to keep them healthfully chilly. 

Even In the cbid of their special 
air conditioned room with Its salt 
water awlmnUns pool, more than 
half the birds died. Ironically, they 
were stricken with pneumonia, au- 
topsies revealed. Indicating that at 
least they were protected from the 



heat' while the ship was in the 
troplcr.' 

Quarters for the penguins were 
Installed aboard the ship in New 
Zealand before It started for Llttlo 
America jast January to pick up 
the expedition. A tank was built In 
the floor and the most efficient type 
of refrigerating equipment Installed 
to keep both the air and salt water' 
ut low temperatures. To keep out 
heat, particularly in the tropics, 
whUb. celling and IToor were Insu* 
la ted with dry-xero, a high efficien- 
cy material developed for use In 
household electric refrigerators. 
Oddly enough, this -material, de- 
pended upon to keep the penguins 
cold and alive, was also used to 
keep Admiral Byrd warm and alive 
In the hut be occupied during his 
solitary antarctic vigil last year. 
It was also used In all the houses 
at LltUe America. 

Whether the penguins most bo 
kept permanently under refrigera- 
tion ' remains to be discovered. 
Other varieties live In the tropics. 
In fact, tbd vessel stopped at tho 
Oallapagos and picked up a colleo: 
tlon of the smaller penguins that 
thrive there.- It Is this type that are 
now seen at xoos and touarlums

■SVashinglon, D. C. May 18— On No- 
vem.ber G. 1934. proper approval was 
given for the constnictlon of a ware- 
house at Fort Sheridan to provide 
storage facilities for tho supplies of 
the Civilian Conservation Corps. The 
original plans called for a warehouse 
400 feet long by 60 feet wide at an 
esUmated cost of »21,O00. Consider- 
able nnmber of CCC workers pass 
through the Fort and the 2400 square 
feet of storage space was much 
needed. 

It developed that the cost was under- 
estimated and a.. building one half the 
slxo of that originally planned was 
constructed, necoasltatlhg leaving the 
supplies In the open with resulting 
damage and Inconvenience. Several 
calls were made at tho offlco of 
Robert Pechmcr, Director of Emer- 
gency Conservation Work, as well as 
the War Department, with a view lo 
correcting the situation. The Direc- 
tor advised me this week thai ho bad 
seen fit to approve tho completion ot 
the warehouse as originally planned 
and had authorized tho release of auf- 
ficlent additional funds for that pur- 
pose. 

¥ * * 

About 4.000 farmers "marched on 
"Washington"* this week to express 
their approval of the AAA. They wero 
to be seen in the House Offlco Build- 
ing, in the Capitol and in the Senate 
Ofllce Building, each wearing a state 
delegation ribbon or card on his coat. 
My passing observation was that they 
were a aubsiantlal looking group ot 

men. 

The assembling of the farmers from 
various parts ot the counto* In Wash- 
ington precipitated considerable dis- 
cussion in the halls of Congress. 
Several Democratic Senators have 
privately expressed doubts (hat tho 
"march" was spontaneous. Sen. L. J. 
Dickinson, Rep., of Iowa, declared It 
waa "Inspired from WashhiKton." with 
the purpose of creating the Impred- 
aJon that the Administration's agri- 
culture program was popular. It has 
been Interred that Chester Davis, AAA 
head, and the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wallace were rosponslble for the 
assemblage, with the claim that they 
used this means to "propagandize" 
the country for their program. 

Another point of discussion preclpl- 
Uited by the aasemblliig of the tarm- 
ers in Washington this week has byen 
the President's address to the group 
on the White House lawn. In that 
speech he said: "As you know, a 
great many of the high and mighty 
—with special axes to grind— have 
been dellbcrntely trying to mislead 



the people who know nothing of farm- 
ing by misropresentlng— no— why use 
a pussyfoot word— by lying about tho 
kind of farm program under which the 
nation is operating today." 

Some ot the members of the House 
nnd Senate reacted bitterly because 
of that Btotenient It was aald that 
the President makes "flrealde talk" 
on the radio In which ho urges that 
tho people feel free to crUlcUe but 
when anyone crltlcUea the program 
ho brnnda them as a liar. It Ib in- 
teresting to note that several momr 
bera ot tho Presldenfa own party arc 
the sharpest critica of tho AAA: Sena- 
tors Glass and Byrd of Virginia, Tyd- 
Inga ot Maryland. Dalley of North 
CaoUna, Ellispn Smith ot SouUi Caro- 
lina, George of Georgia, and Gore of 
Oklahoma. 

* * * 
There pronllseff'to bo a clash be- 
tween tho Hbuse arid the Senate In 
connection with the N31A. Although 
the President requested that tho 
NRA be extended for another two 
years, on Tuesday (14th) the Senate 
voted to extend the lite of thai agency 
for only 10 months (until April 1, 
1936). The Administration leaders 
of the House, on tho other hand, state 
that the House will vote to extend it 
two years. If the Houbo takoa that 
action, a sharp clash between the two 
bodies will doubtleas follow, as Sen- 
ator Pat Harrison, Chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, which haa 
iurladictlon over this legislation, has 
stated that he will not agree to any 
member of the conference committee 
ho would Insist that the bill be taken 
back to the Senate for a vote on the 
changes. ^ 

* * * 
The "Report of the Operation ol 
tho National Industrial Recovery Act, 
February 1935," shows the formula- 
tion and approval of 54G codea of fair 
competition and 185 supplemental 
codes. They flU 18 volumes and 15,- 
000 pages. 11,000 administrative or- 
ders Interpreting, granting exceptions 
and establishing classifications have 
been Issued, together with 139 admin- 
istrative orders pertaining to proced- 
ure and privilegea under the NIRA, 

It has Involved administrative dlf- 
flcuUlea. 585 agencies of Industrial 
aelt-government (code authorltlea) 
have been authorized, with several 
thousand regional and divisional sub- 
ordinate agencies. Their budgets ag- 
gregate forty-one million dollars. 

To aay the least, the NRuV repre- 
sents a vaatly complex machine, per- 
forming administrative, legislative 
and Judicial functloua.

Ankara.— The Turks have now re- 
ceived from th« national auembly tha 
regulations which nre to lorem their 
choice of snrnnme*. 

To prevent nnnecesBtry dapUcatloQi 
In ■umames. It hsa b*«n ruled that 
no two families within a regl^trx dli- 
trlct may adopt the wme name. 

Another restriction Is that no on* 
may henceforth adopt names ^pdhig 
In •!»" or "Ian," which are the termi- 
nations nsually Indicating Greek or 
Armenian families^ This will mean 
that Greek and .Armenian famlllet tn 
Turkey will be s-vlrallated more easily 
in the population. 

It has been ruled, too. that the »n^ 
name Atatnrk, -father of the ToriM.* 
which has be^n conferred by the na- 
tion on the Gbaxi, shall not be adopted 
by anyone. It Is to be sacrosanct, and 
eren names resembling It are to be 
•Tolded. 

The first comer to a registry office 
with a proposed surname has the 
right to It A later comer may not 
buy It from him.
